NEW YORK, Jan. 25— There have been fifty -one deaths 
from pneumonia, eight from acute bronchitis and one from in­ 
fluenza in greater New York during the last twenty -four hours, 
the department of public health announced today . 
There were 302 cases of pneumonia and influenza reported 
to the health department within the same period.

Copeland blames the housing situation for the prevalence 
of the disease.

through the side. 
I was five 
feet away and helped carry Pat­ 
terson out. 
He was taken to 
the hospital 
and 
never came 
back.” 
Ma jo r Phillips wa s nev er tried 


for the shooting, 
the 
witness 
said. 
Gentry , who served with 
a 
military police company , told a 
startling story of soldier prison­ 
ers being beaten by guards. 
“It was 
a 
common practice 
where I was,” he declared, “for 
the guards to strip prisoners, tie 
their hands above their heads 
and beat them into insensibility 
with knotted ropes and clubs. 
They were hauled away to the 
hospital and some of them we 
never saw again. (I don’t know 
whether they died or not ”

Val, a Spaniard, is one of the 
candidates for the papacy . 
The cardinal is being assisted, 
the paper states, by the Jesuit 
order, which is kept in the back­ 
ground during 
Benedict’s 
pon­ 
tificate, because of the latter’s 
conciliatory policy . 
General Llochowsky , it is stat­ 
ed, is canvassing all cardinals as 
they arrive in Rome for the late 
pope’s funeral and later for the 
meeting of the sacred college to 
select a new pope. This has been 
set for February 2. 
Other Italian papers also dis­ 
play the m ost intense interest in 
Benedict’s successor and the role 
that the cardinals outside Italy 
are likely to play in making the 
choice.

b een superseded b y an excavation 
of greater depth than the drilled 
hole, formed the real start. 
Testim ony showed that the lessee 
had drilled the six-foot hole 
and 
then withdrew the rig. An excava­ 
tion was dug around this hole to a 
depth of ten feet. From the floor of 
this excavation, after the lease had 
expired, a second hole was startea 
with the sam e w ater well rig, going 
to a depth of 209 feet. 
W hether the w ater well rig could 
b e used in an honest effort to drill 
for oil was another contention that 
arose. The lessee introduced sever­

South Asks for Tariff 
—

Canada has complained, perhaps with reason, 
of the effect of recent American tariff legisla­ 
tion upon her foreign business, but the 1921 fig­ 
ures show that the Dominion has none the less 
been fortunate. 
W ithin the year Great Britain’s foreign trade 
shrank by 46 per cent, and that of the United 
States shows a loss almost exactly the same. 
Japan’s shrinkage was 35 per cent and that of 
Canada only 31 per cent. 
The Dominion’s ad­ 
verse trade balance with this country was re­ 
duced from $382, 000, 000 to $200, 000. 000 while 
the favorable balance with Great Britain 
rose 
from $123, 000, 000 to $182, 000, 000. 
It is a 
grat­ 
ifying record for one of the hardest years that 
i commerce between the nations has ever known. 
The wheat crop had much to do with it, that 
of 19 2 1 exceeding the crop of the preceding 
year by 6 0 million bushels, although it went 
overseas at greatly reduced prices. 
Much credit, 
too, must be given the comparative lack of labor 
trouble in Canada and the genuine national ten­ 
dency to get back to work. 
Canada, it seems, has her industrial, com­ 
mercial and agricultural house pretty well in 
order and has already planned the handling of 
her war-born national debt. 


SELF-PROMOTING EDUCATION 


During the last four years, according to a 
gov ernment census, college attendance in the 
United States has increased 36 per cent. 
The 
19 2 1 total enrollment of all the institutions of 
the United States of college and university rank 
was 4 5 0,000. 
Numerous ex planations might be offered 
re­ 
garding this increase. 
They are hardly neces­ 
sary , for it is a natural enough dev elopment. 
Yet one is reminded of another 
development 
in modern education which may or may not have 
much to do with the college enrollment. 
The 
technical and trade high schools which were 
es­ 
tablished primarily for the purpose of 
keeping 
boys and girls in school 
a year or two longer, 
and providing them with a little technical train­ 
ing to fit them to go to work with a prospect of 
advancement, hav e done far more than that. 
They hav e kept many boy s and girls, who would 
otherwise hav e dropped out after the grades, 
in 
school long enough to finish the high school 
course, and hav e then sent a surprising number 
of these on to the institutions of higher learn­ 
ing. And they hav e done this without in any 
way ov erlapping or injuring the work of the 
academic high schools. 


The activity of Southerners in behalf of p rotec­ 
tion of Southern p roducts has become very embar­ 
rassing to Democratic leaders. 
Ap p arently finding 
no other way of p lausibly ex p laining p rotection senti­ 
ment in the South, the New York Times remarks: 
“Southern business men have let it be known 
that, if tariff favors are to be ladled out, they want 
their full chare.” 
The great fault in this statement is that South­ 
erners have not p laced any such condition up on their 
request for a p rotective tariff. The p eanut growers 
of Virginia, North Carolina and South Carolina, 
made it known to the committees of Congress having 
in charge a revision of the tariff that they need the 
p rotection o: an imp ort duty in order to enable them 
to continue p rofitable p roduction in comp etition 
with p eanuts from Sp ain and the Orient. 
They are 
not concerned over the question whether any other 
commodity is p rotected or not. The same thing is 
true of other commodities chiefly p roduced in the 
South and needing p rotection from foreign comp e­ 
tition. 
The fact of the m atter ,s that during the p ast two 
years the most aggressive tariff agitation has come 
from the Southerners. 
The North has not relin­ 
quished in the least its advocacy of the p rincip le of 
p rotection and it has assumed that the success of the 
Rep ublican p arty at the p olls will be followed by the 
enactment of a p rotective tariff law as soon as a 
measure can be framed. 
Southerners, who have not 
been advocates of p rotection in the p ast have not 
only realized the error of their way, but the un- 
sougdness of their p osition has been so strongly im­ 
p ressed up on their minds that they have been p ersis­ 
tent agitators at Washington in behalf of p rotection. 
W hether any other section of the country has p ro­ 
tection or not is a m atter of minor imp ortance to 
them. 
The North has always been for p rotection, not 
only on its own p roducts but on the p roducts of ev­ 
ery other section of the country. 
The South is 
seeking p rotection only on its own commodities, but 
in order to get that p rotection will be comp elled 
either to sup p ort a tariff law that is consistently p ro­ 
tective on all commodities or will have to accep t p ro­ 
tection at the hands of the p arty which it op p oses at 
every national election.

The Bureau of the Census and the 
Forest Service of the United States 
Dep artment of Agriculture have en­ 
tered into a co-op erative agreement 
under which the Forest Service will 
undertake the collection of the sta­ 
tistics of lumber and timber p roducts 
for the calendar year 19 21 as a p art 
of the census of manufactures. This 
agreement contemp lates the utiliza­ 
tion of the Forest Service organiza 
tion in Arizona, California, Colorado, 
Idaho, Montana, Nevada, New Mex i­ 
co, 
Oregon, 
South Dakota, 
Utah, 
Washington and Wyoming. 
A suffi­ 
cient number of Forest Service men 
will be sworn in as agents of the Bu­ 
reau of the Census and will conduct 
the canvass from the district offices 
of the Forest Service in the West, 
acting uruier the 
authority of 
the 
Census law. 
By this means it is in­ 
tended to avoid dup licate inquiries to 
sawmill op erators and other manu 
facturers of forest p roducts, to ex p e­ 
dite the collection of census data, 
and to economize up on the 
cost of 
the canvass. 
Early p ublication of 
forest statistics in western states is 
p lanned if manufacturers co-op erate 
hy making their returns p romp tly
